ACUTE PROBLEM 


Because of the trade recession, 
the financing of imperts had 
again beeatne an acute problem. 

Tha survey added that at least 
a part of the decline was duc to 
factors which are likely to have 
a certain degree of permanency, 

In’ the meantime import re- 
quirements of ‘the developing 
countries were growing and 
they were likely to press heavily 
ngalnst availabilities of foreign 
exchange, *° :
